This,  the  most  popular  of  all  bedding  plants,  is  in  shorter  supply  than  in 
many  years.  Early  in  the  spring  of  1918  all  Florists  were  notified  by  the  Fed- 
eral Fuel  Commission  that  they  would  be  restricted  to  50  per  cent,  of  their 
usual  fuel  requirements.  This  meant  that  the  space  devoted  to  growing 
stock  must  be  restricted  in  about  the  same  ratio,  and  many  Florists  rather

tion exists  over  the  entire  country  it  can  be  readily  seen  that  there  must  be 
a shortage.  While  this  condition  applies  to  all  bedding  plants,  on  account  of 
the  great  number  of  Geraniums  usually  grown  for  bedding  purposes,  the 
shortage  is  frit  more  than  in  any  othrr  line.  Owing  to  conditions  mentioned 
above,  we  are  obliged  to  advance  our  prices,  and  while  we  have  a good  stock 
would  advise  our  customers  to  order  early  as  there  will  not  be  enough  good 
stock  in  the  country  to  meet  the  demand.
